7, This group differed somewhat from previous CSCT 
classes, in that most of them had no Agency experience beyond 
what they had gathered in OFC. A few had acquired some experience, 
either at a desk or in the field, but it was necessary to check constantly to b 
sure that the rest understood the terminology and the abbreviations which 
stood for other parts of the Agency. In general they adapted very quickly. 
Once the ice had been broken their questions were frequent and to the 
point. They made considerable use of their own backgrounds for compari- 
son and illustration. To judge by their performance in this class as a group 
they should do very well in their interim assignments at the desks.
